It is Homecoming, 1960, and it is 
a far cry from the stereotyped motion 
picture version that still appears from 
time to time in the 1935 vintage mov- 
ies unearthed hy television. 

Gone are the rdcoon coats and hip 
flasks filled with hath tnh gin of the 
20 s. Gone, too, are Joe College and 
Betty Boop, the whiz kids of the 30's. 
G.I. Joe, the campus cynic of the 40's, 
and the enthusiastic sophomores of 
the 50's have packed their bags and 
also departed. 

Homecoming, 1960, offers a dif- 
ferent campns and a far different type 
of student. Demon Run has not com- 
pletely Abandoned Homecoming, hut 
his role is not that of the past. Stu- 
dents have not lost all of the frivol- 
ity of preceding years, but they have 
lost much of the juvenile elation at 
building the displays and floats that 
were once such an integral part of 
Homecomings. We feel fairly certain 
that the alumni will not have Blanton 
Collier's scalp hanging from their col- 
lective belt Monday should the Wild- 
cats fail to turn in their 13th consec u- 
tive Homecoming victory tomorrow. 

All in all, it looks like a disappoint-

But Homecoming, 1960, needn't lie a 
complete loss for even the most ardent 
revelers among the returning grad- 
uates and almost-graduates. 

This is a time of change at the 
University. Many changes have al- 
ready been made and many more are 
forthcoming. All of the $27.000.(XK) 
Medical Center is under roof and 
nearing completion; multi-million dol- 
lar construction projects will soon be 
underway on several campus build- 
ings; UK's Spindletop Farm will house 
a great industrial research park; the 
Honors Prouram has began; the Uni- 
versity has over a half-million dollars 
worth of research being conducted. 

These things should be pointed out 
to the alumni. They should be shown 
how their university has become a 
great university. The earnestness of 
the new crop of students as they 
strive toward an education should be 
emphasized. 

There is no cause to mourn be- 
cause the old Homecoming traditions 
are dying. There should be the joy 
of an opportunity to institute new tra- 
ditions and win better friends for a 
greater University.

Most students rrfer to the 

football stadium simply as 

"the stadium." Nevertheless, 

it does have a formal name. 

It is called McLean Stadium in 
honor of a UK football player 
who was killed after the 1923 Ken- 
tucky-Cincinnati game. 

Kan In 1924. A committee of 
alumni designed It and supervised 
its construction. It was built at a 
cost of Sllfi.OOO. 

The flist set of plans drawn up 
called for a horseshoe-shaped 
structure like the stadium at Ohio 
State University. The plans were 
soon modified because of insuffi- 
cient funds. 

D. V. Terrell, dean emeritus~of 
the College of Engineering, drew 
up the plans and specifications of 
the stadium. Other members of 
the University staff supervised 
phases of the construction, and 
members of the 1924 civil en- 
gineering class helped do the sur- 
veying. 

When the stadium was partly 
completed in 1924. the value of 
the improved playing field was 
$12,500. the facilities under the 
stands cost $6,500. and each seat 
was valued at $9.37. 

Even though the stadium was 
brand new in "24, only one home 
game came close to being a sell- 
out. For the Nov. 1 contest with 
Centre, more than 12,000 seats
